MINISTER DENBY CABLES. 

\WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Minister 
Denby in a cable to the State Department 
from Peking today seys the Chinese forces 
have been defeated at Chien-Lien-Chong 
and have retreated to M6ukden. He also 
reports that the Japanese have taken one 
ot the Chinese forts at Port Arthur. 

The scene of the first engagement is 
just across the Ys-Loo River in Man- 
churia, aud it marks the first real aggres- 
sive movement by the Japanese on Chinese 
soll. The Japanese are supposed to have 
formally entered upon the campaign with 
Moukden, the Manchurian: tal, as the 
* objective point. Unless they are. fully 
prepared to make a winter campaign, 
something heretofore unknown in eastern 
warfare, they will be obliged to force the 
fighting as only fifteen days remain ‘before 
cold weather comes. 

‘In the neighborhood of Port Arthur 
where the second Japanese success is re- 
ported, the winter climate is not so se- 
vere,. and operations may be maintained 
until müch later. Experts in Washington 
believe that Port Arthur cannot be re- 
‘duced by the Japanese without the use of 
heavy siege artillery and, as far as re- 
ported, the Japanese are not supplied 
with this. Inasmuch as the capture 
of Port Arthur would give Japan 
control of the Gulf of Pechili and cut off 
the Chinese capital from communication 
with the sea, it is believed the Japanese 
will. make.a most determined effort to 
capture the.fortress. The belief that they 
are prepared to do this even if it involves 

a long siege and a winter campaign, is 
at ‘Out by the fact that agents of the 
Japanese government in this country have 
quietly. bought up a vast store of, goat- 
skins and practically cornered the market.

He only receiveda 
salary of $50 a month. I took a liking to 
him and advanced him rapidly, so that 
at the time he robbed me he was getting 
$200 a month. His stealings amounted to 
22 in all. He collected $1000 in Sacra- 
mento and then went to Los Angeles, 
where he obtained a $3500 check from M. 
Polaski. He also had $500 worth of sam- 
ples with him, which he must have sold. 
I was astonished when I heard of his 
rascality, as I placed the greatest confi- 
dence in him. I have been deceived so 
much that I have placed all my men un- 
der bonds. 
»Docter has wealthy parents in Mul- 
waukee, and is well connectéd there. They 
may try to pay the amount of the embez- 
zlements to get Docter free, but they 
will never be able to square matters with 
me. I felt so bitter over having my con- 
fidence betrayed by one wliom I treated so 
well that I charged up.the defalcation to 
profit and loss some time ago. Now I 
want to see Docter punished for his crime. 
1 have already spend over $1000 in trying 
to catch him. I feel sure he went to Mex- 
feo, and then took a steamer for New 
York. He will be brought back to Los 
Angeles, to be tried for cashing the $3500 
check there, but several other warrants 
will be issued.”

“A ROBBER'S SHOT. 


Hold-up of a Stage Near 
Nevada City. 


Arthur Meyer, the Driver, is Killed 
by a Lone High- 
wayman. 


A Financial Crash at "Frieco—Harry 
Hanchette's Mother-fn-law Does 
not Believe Him Alive— 
Steamer Aground.

NEVADA CITY (Cal.,) Oct. 30. —Arthur | 
Meyer, driver and one of the owners of 
the stage running between this place and 
North Bloomfield, was shot and instantly 
killed by a highway robber this afternoon. 

At Rock Creek, three miles north of 
here, the incoming stage was stopped by 
a lone highwayman, wno came out of the 
bushes, and stepped in front of the horses. 
The bandit commanded Meyer to get down 
off the box. Meyer refused and the bandit 
fired twice at him with a revolver. The 
second shot passed through the driver's 
body and he fell forward into the boot 
in front of the coach. The weight of his 
body on the reins, which had dropped into 
the boot, prevented the four horses from 
running away. C. H. Bovee of Sierra 
county, who was the only passenger, was 
riding on the box with Meyer. When the 
robber began firing, Bovee jumped from 
the coach and ran into the forest. 

The robber sent three bullets whizzing 
past him, but he escaped unhurt. So far 
as known the robber secured no booty. 

At 9 o’clock tonight the murderer of Ar- 
thur Meyer is still at large, and nothing 
more is known of his identity than that he 
was a short man with a heavy voice. 
Within half an hour after the stage came 
tearing down Broad street at a runaway 
pace with the dead driver's corpse in the 
boot, Farmer Arbogast, who was attracted 
from his work in a field near the shoot- 


- ing, having hold of the reins and Passen- 


ger Bovee, who is an invalid, croaching 
ingide, weak and speechless from the aw- 
ful ordeal he had gone through, scores 
of armed men started out to hunt for the 
criminal. They scattered all through the 
mountains and canyons, and ransacked 
every hiding-place for miles around, but all 
they found was the. ruffian’s discarded 
mask, made from an old coat lining, and 
his lunch. For more than a mile they 
followed his tracks. He was evidently 
headed toward the higher mountain ranges 
Then every sign of him failed. 

A number of determined citizens are still 
out, and will stay out all night in hopes 
of finding the criminal. If they should by 
chance run across him, the expectation is 
that he will be shot down like a dog. 
Meyer was an Odd Fellow and a Native 
Son. His associates of Hydraulia Parlor 
have posted a $500 reward for the assassin. 
A young widow and two children of the 
murdered man excited the keenest sym- 
pathy among all their townspeople. Meyer 
was a bright, intelligent man, popular 
with all classes and noted for his strict 
integrity and physical bravery. 

(The news of Arthur Meyer's death will 
interest many people in Los Angeles and 
vicinity. His parents died some years ago, 
leaving a family of young children, and his 
sister, Amanda Meyer, made her home 
with Mrs. E. A. Thurston of Nevada City, 
but now residing at No. 1217 West Tenth 
street this city.

Statement of the Chief Party to, the 


Transaction. 


SAN DIEGO: Oct. 30.—(Special. Corre- 
spondence.) San Diegans and every one 
in Southern California owning property in 
and about this city will be interested in 
the following official statement of the chief 
party in the recent water deal, whereby 
the Flume Company, owning a water sup- 
ply, and the Water Company, owning the 
city-distributing system, are consolidated, 
and will be hereafter operated under one 
management: W. O. Cole, president of the 
Municipal Investment Company of Chicago, 
who now has control of the consolidated 
properties, said to the Times correspondent: 

“The property of the Water Compan 
has. outstanding bonds of $1,000,000, whic 
have: been in default for two years or 
more. e Flume Company, upon which 
about $1,500,000 has been expended, has 
bonds outstanding of. nearly . $700,000, 
in detault. The bonds of both companies 
are almost wholly owned in England. The 
relations of the two companies have never 
deen harmonious, with the natural result 
that neither has been prosperous. The 
Municipal Investment Company, who 
placed the dyer Company’s bonds, have, 
‘asta matter of protection to themselves 
and friends, gradually acquired control of 
the flume stock as well as of the bonds. 
During my visit here the opportunity of- 
tersd itself of acquiring the ownership of 
the control of the stock and all of the 
bonds of the Water Company from the 
English people, and a contract for the pur- 
chase was signed in London October. 27. 
This ‘is. simply the maturity of a plan 
formed some five years ago, but which was 
deld in abeyance and temporarily defeated, 
owing to the sale of the bonds of the 
Water Company in England. The acquire- 
ment of the Water Company is wholly for 
the ‘preservation of the interests of the 
Flume Company. The latter company is 
now rapidly developing plans for increased 
storage capacity, notably in the construc- 
tion ot a dam in the Mesa reservoir about 
eight miles from and 450 feet. above the 
city. level; with a capacity of nearly 800,- 
000,000 gallons.. This. will be filled with 
the coming winter and spring rainfall witb- 
dut affecting the supply from the lake 
reservoir, already and for some years com- 
pleted in the Cuyamaca Mountains. The 
scarcity of water this season has resulted 
in the inauguration of several enterprises 
based largely for development -upon the 
municipal credit of San Diego. The people 
have .shown a.desire to become the owners 
of their own system.

VALUE OF A PUBLIC MARKET. 


The late James Anthony Froude, 
in a book which he wrote descriptive 
of his journey around the world, 
makes the following remarks in his 
chapter on San Francisco: 

“The first thing I look for in a uew 
city is the market. One sees the nat- 
ural produce of all kinds gathered 
there; one sees what people buy on 
the spot and consume on the prem- 
ises as distinct from what is raised 
for export; one learns the cost of 
things and can form one’s own esti- 
mate of the manner in which the 
country people occupy themselves, and 
how they are able to live. The market 
place in San Francisco told its story 
in a moment. Vegetables and fruits, 
the finest that I ever saw, exposed 
for sale, were at half the English 
prices. Meat was at half the English 

I lunched on oysters, plump 
and delicate as the meal-fattened. Col- 
chester natives used to be, at a cent 
(a half-pentiy) apiece. Salmon were 
lying on the marble slabs, caught 
within two hours in the Sacramento 
River, superb as ever came from Tay 
or Tweed, for 3 cents a pound.” : 

This emphasizes the truth of the as- 
sertion that has frequently been made 
by The Times that à public market 
place is an excellent thing for a city 
in more ways than one. Besides be- 
ing a great convenience to consumers, 
it would serve as an advertisement 
of our resources, being, in some re- 
‘pects, even more valuable in this di- 
rection than such an exhibit as that 
which is made in the Chamber of 
Commerce, excellent as that is, for in 
a market place the visitor may not 
only see the various products, but as- 
ertain the prices at which they are 


We again ask why the City Council

would not cost a large sum, as the 
site could, if necessary, be leased for 
long term of years, and the city 
would at once begin to derive a con- 
siderable revenue from rents, even if 
there were made very low, as they 
should be.

Just at present, when there is so 
much oil in the air—figuratively 
Speaking. of course — the report ro- 
cently made by A. M. Hunt of San 
Francisco on California crude oil as 
a fuel, which is printed in this issue,

Mr. Hunt estimates the present pro- 
duction of oil in the State at 50,000 
barrels monthly, of which he says the 
principal producers age the Pacific Oil 
Company, the Puente Oil Company

not say whether he includes in his 
@stimate the product of the Los An- 
geles city wells, or, if so, at what he 
estimates that product. If he las 
omitted it, the difference in the total 
optput would be very considerable,

We are inclined to pity our esteemed 
contemporary, the Herald, just now, 
in common with other journals of the

Crude Petroleum and its 


Use as Fuel. 


Report Prepared on the Subject by 
A. M. Hunt of San | 


The Presen t Production of ou in the 


State—Different Views as to the 
Value of Oil Versus | 
Coal. 


The oll developments in Los Angeles 
have interested many in the subject of 
petroleum, its use as a fuel and its value 
in relation to coal. The Times has re- 
ceived from W. B. Wilshire a copy of 
a report on California crude oil and its 
uses, made. for the Technical Society, by 
A. M. Hunt of No. 310 Pine street, San 
Francisco. Mr. Hunt is a graduate of 
the Annapolis Military Academy, has made 
a study of the oi? question and had full 
charge of the burning of the oll for the 
boilers at the late Midwinter Fair. 

The length of the report prevents us 
from giving it entire. The portion omitted 
gives a technical and detailed account 
of the plant used for burning oil at the 
Midwinter Fair, directions as to the proper 
method of burning oll, and a description 
of tests made at the fair: an

The steam was then turned 
on all the burners of the boilers, a branch 
pipe from the one leading into the barr 
enabling that burner to be blown through 
to get dry steam.

The source of error arises from the fact
